V ital statistics ig a system of book­ 
keeping used in the public health de­ 
partm ent th a t enables health officers 
to keep in close touch with Hie condi­ 
tions of each 
locality, 
county 
and 
state. 
W here there are thorough and 
com plete reports from a county of all 
contagious and 
infectious 
diseases, 
and death from all causes, the health 
officer is able a t the end of the year, 
by com paring his year’s work w ith 
th at of the previous year to tell wheth 
cr o r not he has accom plished any re­ 
sults in the reduction of disease and 
the death rate from the sam e. 
What Typhoid Cesti Oklahoma. 
It Is Interesting to study 
th e 
re ­ 
port for the past tw o years upon ty ­ 
phoid fever in the state of Oklahoma. 
T hree years ago there were nearly 700 
deaths reported from typhoid fever, a 
year ago a little over 500 and for the 
past year. 399. The past three years, 
as every one knows, have been years 
of drought. W hen we have extrem ely 
dry w eather the w ater becomes low in 
the wells and cisterns ana the w ater 
th at is used for drinking purposes is 
m ore frequently affected by contam ­ 
ination than in a year where there is 
plenty of rain. For this 
reason 
we 
have a g reater num ber of typhoid fev­ 
er cases and deaths in those years in 
which a drought prevails 
than 
we 
have in others. The record of the re­ 
duction of typhoid fever from nearly 
<00 to less th an 40 in 3 years is one 
that- the state and county health de­ 
partm ents are very proud of and it 
encourages us to persist in the cam ­ 
paign that we have been m aking. By> 
inform ing the public and insisting up­ 
on having *the w ater examined fre­ 
quently; by the abating of nuisances, 
cleaning up our towns, 
urging 
the 
screening of homes and fighting flies, 
we hope to gain g reater results in the 
future. Proper co-operation 
on 
the 
p art of the general public should en­ 
able us next year to bring the death 
rare from typhoid fever down to at 
least 200 or 250 in the state of O kla­ 
homa. This will be about one third of 
what it was three years aget 
<*• DH4ribute^ Diphtheria. 
A cat, th e victim of a 
physician’s 
experim ental effort 
to 
uphold 
his 
diagnosis cf a case, was the m eans of 
carrying diphtheria am ong children in 
an Oklahoma town a few days ago. It 
appears from an investigation th at a 
Physician insisted th at a patient was 
suffering 
from 
m em branous 
croup 
when others suspected diphtheria. To 
prove his diagnosis was correct the 
physician swabbed the th ro at of the 
| patient and then applied the swab to 
the th ro at of a cat. When -this infor­ 
m ation -was im parted 
to 
the 
State 
Com m issioner of H ealth he asked the 
County Superintendent to investigate. 
He reported the cat had been releas­ 
ed and later died as did several oth­ 
ers of the feline tribe th a t had be­ 
come infected. Then followed several 
new cases of diphtheria am ong chil­ 
dren of the neighborhood. The physi­ 
cian erred in not availing him self of 
the opportunity offered by the state 
of Oklahom a to have exam ined free 
of cost the sw abbing from 
the 
pa­ 
tient's throat. This exam ination would 
have been made at the state labora­ 
to ry a t Norman and a rep o rt speed­ 
ily transm uted to the physician. He 
would then have been able to m ake a 
diagnosis 
th at 
m eant 
something. 
Through this erro r every child in the 
neighborhood was endangered. For a 
long time cats have been known 
as 
carriers of diphtheria, therefore the 
resu lt of .the release of an infected an ­ 
imal .was not surprising. The action 
of th is physician w as pure crim ina 
carelessness. Had he kept the cat In 
detention after infecting it and stud! 
cd the results, the blam e would have 
been 
lessened.

sam e as diphtheria. Experience has 
taught this departm ent th at w herever 
we find a doctor treatin g m ore than 
one case of m em branous croup we find 
th at he is perm itting th e spread of 
diphtheria.
